Former Emperor Has Been Allcwed 
to Draw Moncy From , 
Germany, A 


DOORN, Holland, Dec. 10.—Reve- 
latfons in’ the Prussian state legis- 
Jature at Berlin of the sums of 
money which the former German 
Emperor has been permitted to draw 
from Germany during the. past two 
yeats, together With the “announce- 
ment that the Dutch government 
will tax him for an annual income 
Of 1,300,000 guilders, have caused 
the burghers of Doorn to speculate 
as to what he does with all this 
money. (Nominally a Yullder. is 
worth 40 cents.) 

From Germany, the former Em- 
Dperor is said to have drawn 1,000,- 
006 guilders, equivalent at at present 
rates of exchange to 11,138,000 Ger- 
man-marks, also the proceeds.of “the 
sale of same of his-property in the 
Wilhelmstvasse, sald to be 40,000,- 
aoe marks. Besides all this income, 

e Prussian government has contri- 
Seka additionally ¢o the furnishing 
of’ his new house at Doorn. 

For a long time William complain- 
ed of being financially embarrassed 
Now, however, according to the peo- 
ple of Doorn, he appears to be living 
in high style.- 

Not counting his marshal, General 
von Gontard and other members of 
his immediate suit®, approximately 
50 servants are now employed ‘to 
keep up the house of Doorn. This 
does not include the workmen who 
are still engaged in various repairs, 
ahout the house and grounds. 

There are 24 charwomen, who are 
kept busy polishing the floors, brabs- 
work, and ‘otherwise . keeping. the 
castie up to the standard of old Ger- 
man_ cleanliness demanded by the 
tormér’ ‘Empress Augusta Victoria. 
They receive equivalent of about a 
dollar a day. Ten of them Ilve in 
the castle." 

In all. William now employs six 
cooks, who Include a chef and an 
assistant’ living at the castle and 
four women who come in to work 
by theday. There are also a num- 
ber of-gardeners and personal serv- 

ants, 

To maintain this army of servants, 
whoseaverage wages, the people of 
Doorn say, must be’ something more 
than a dollar a day, William pays in 
wages alone about $20,000 a year. 
Their upkeep costs him_as much 
more and this does not include the 
high salaried empigyes, like General 
Von Gontard, Capthin ‘Von Hisemao, 
the “court physician,” and ¥ecretar- 
fes, who must cost the ex-emperor 
about $20,000 more. 

During his eighteen months stay. 
at.the Bentinck castle, 
:gen, William: Ilved at the “rate of 
about $325 daily. In his own es- 
tate, he is delleved to be spending 
much more, 3 

In addition to buying the house of 
Doorn, he has this year spent ap-| 
proximately ~ $32,500 on a HUittle 
hospital which he presented to the 
village of Amerongen. :

CONGO RIVAL TO CANADA: 


Belgian Interests Will go Into Paper 
Industry, in Big Way 
’ BRUSSELS, Dec. 17.—The supre- 
macyiof Canada and the Scandina- 
vian countries in the pulp and paper 
industry may be challenged soon, by 
the Belgian Congo. Papyrus, which 
grows in great ‘abundance in the 
Congo, is to be exploited by a large 
company which has-been Granted a 
concession. It is planned to estnb- 
lish a plant, costing two and a half 
million’ francs, which will haye an 
initial production of 20,000 tons of 
pulp. . 
The papyrus of the Yongo has 
shown on analysis 37.0 pcr cont of 
cellulose. After research and ex- 
periments, a process has been dia-, 
covered, for bdleactting the plaats. 
This had been . yalnly sought for 
fitty years. The papyrus grows 
prikeipally along the lower Lualaba 
River, near the lakes of Kabuil, 
Sjembz, Kisali, and Noaga.

John Bull's dominions, to para- 
phrase Kipling, insist on being

and strips of matting, lined by guide 
ropes, Indicate to visitors how they 
mey move through the grotto-like 
hall, where the children of the im- 
Derial family always had their Christ’ 
Mas entertainments. - 

The great terrace in ‘front of the 
Orangery, overlooking San Souci 
Park, Jacks the ancient Chinese as- 
tronomical Instraments which were 
taken from the imperial observatory 
in’ Peking at the time of the Boxer 
troubles. These instruments were 
erected on pedestals and attracted 
much attention. But under the Ver- 
Bailles Treaty they had to be retard 
ed to China.

At the organization meeting of 
the commission approval was given 
to plans for a competion, open to 
all Canadians, for memorial designs.

Stages of Competition, 


The competition Is to be in two 
stages.

Prof. C. H. Rellly, repre- 
senting the Royal Institute of British 
Architects; Paul F. Cret, represent- 
ing the Societe Centrale Dés Archi- 
tectes, France, and Frank. Darling, 
representing the Royal Architectural 
Institute of Canada. The architect- 
ural adviser to the Commission is 
percy E. Nabbs of Montreal. ! 

The judges will select the best de- 
signs, not to exceed twenty in num- 
ber, and the persons submitting 
these will be. eligible to enter the 
second stage, in which models of the 
designs will be required. The sum 
of $500 will be allowed to each. con- 
testant to cover the cost of model. 
The names of all competitors will be 
sent in in sealed envelopes, so, that 
the judges will be unaware of the 
authors of the designs.

the history of printing. As early as! 
175 A. D. texta of the chinese clas-| 
sica were engraved on stone tablets 
and impressions were taken on paper 
by rubbing. In 693 classical books 
were printed by means of wooden 
blocks, block-printing on a smaller 
scale having already been practised. 
In 764 Jepan, adopted block-printing: 
And in the tenth century there wero 
‘discovered ‘jn Fayum, Egypt, block- 
printed books in Arabic. 
in Tenth Century. 

From the tenth to the fourteenth 
centuriea a rapid development of 
Printing took place, there being now 
extant a block-printed History: of 
China in 100. volumes published in 
1172.

BUOY-LAYING IN ST, LAWRENCE 


Laying gas buoys along a course of 340 
miles, a great part of the way in a current run- 
ning at a speed of over 10 miles an hour, is the 
difficult task. pérformed each spring by Cana‘l- 
ian Government steamers in the St. Lawrence 
river. between Montreal and Father Point, the 
latter the point where the Empress of Ireland 
Sank in the summer of 1914 after collision with 
the collier Storstad, writes J. G. MacPhail in a 
well-illustrated article appearing in the January 
issue of Popular Mechanics Magazine. Through- 
out the winter months the entire length of the 
St. Lawrence is icebound. All marine traffic is 
suspended. —Prior\to the breaking up of the ice 
in April, all equipment is made Teady. The 
buoys are charged with several months’ supply 
of gas; the lanterns, including the flashing me- 

isms and burners, are adjusted, and moor- 
ing cables are cut to lengths and conveniently 
placed. - :

work was not halted. as the Standerd 
Paving Company agreed to take. ‘the 
city’s bonds. 

The route of the Provinelal High- 
way through Belleville: was a bone 
of contention, both Bridge and Dun- 
das streets being championed. Coun- 
cil did not settle the question. 

Council proposed ‘an *enactment 
whereby houses bullt in 1920 would, 
receive exemption trom taxation for; 
two years; but did not carry out this| 
scheme, 

Mr. Ernest P, Fredericks was ap- 
pointed City Industrial Commission- 
er in July and relieved in November. 
At the end of November Mr. J. O 
Herity was appointed to the office. 

Council had a few stormy scenes, 
one over the Water and-Gas chair- 
manships in January, and one with 
decorators of the city over the City 
Hall decoration. 

Counci] went on record as fayor- 
ing the purchase of all supplies made 
in Canada whenever possible. 

The price of gas was advanced 25 
cents per thousand. 

Council fixed the general tax rate 
at 24.6 mills, the total rate reaching 
40 mills, the city’s taxable assess- 
ment being $8,127,325. 

The Council has contributed gen- 
erous support to sporting enterpris- 
es and has assisted in charity work, 
increasing grants tp the Hospital, 
Shelter, and social work. 


Minor Acts of Council ; 
Among the minor deeds of the 
Council were the raising of the pool 
and billiard table licenses from $35 
to $50. Efforts to have the bay
